The Town of Managua {iS completely 
abandoned, and a large number of the in- 
habitants have taken refuge in Vibora and 
Jesus del Monte, suburbs of Havana. Man- 
agua was raided Jan. 12. Since then all 
stores have been closed; and the highway is 
full of piles of burned furniture and wagons. 

Advices from the Town of Tapaste indi- 
cate that Maximo Gomez, with a large party, 
took coffee at a private house on Saturday, 
exchanged hats with the host, and then 
camped on the adjoining plantation. 

From the town of Madruga come loud 
complaints of the lack of quinine and anti- 
septics. All were taken away by the reb- 
els, who continually hover around the town, 
causing constant alarm. The people like- 
wise deplore the railroad company’s deter- 
mination to suspend the running of trains, 
which, with no telegraph wires in operation, 
completely isolates all the towns in Matan- 
zas. 


Lacret at the Diana Plantation. 


Reports say that Leader Lacret, with a 
large party, camped at the Diana planta- 
tion Jan. 26, and later moved to Dolores. 
This and all the adjoining plantations are 
filled with large rebel forces. | 

All the parties belonging to Lacret’s center 
are to operate from this district. 

The rebels raided thé Town of Cidra, the 
third station from Matanzas, and entered 
the city hall, destroying its furniture and the 
archives, and afterward ransacking the 
stores and houses. They then retired, re- 
turning at dawn to take away rations of 
bread baked for Aldea’s column. 

Capt. José Gonzales Bernard, with thirty- 
six men and civil guards, attacked the rebels 
under Lacret and Garcia at Lagunillas. 
From the blood on the trails left by the 
rebels they must have carried away many 
wounded. The Spanish loss was four killed. 

Ceiba Mocha is continually visited by rebel 
commissary officers who take horses, sad- 
dles, cattle, and clothes. 

It is rumored that the revolutionary gov- 
ernment with a large contingent of troops 
arrived at Vija, near Cruces, on Monday. 
The rebels held up the post messenger be- 
tween Marino and Guanajay, took his horses, 
and threatened to hang him if he was caught 
carrying mails the second time. 
>The mail contractor between Marianao 
and Bejucal reports the loss of twenty-one 
horses in succession, all taken by the reb- 
els. 

A train left at 5 o'clock this morning for 
Union. It was forced to return from San 
Felipe. The line is blocked, and all the mail 
was returned to the postoffice. 

The last report of the skirmish at Santa 
Lucia says that Gomez had twelve killed 
and sixty wounded, and the Spanish forces 
lost eighteen killed and wounded. 

Glad Hawkins Was Wrecked. 


Commenting on the wreck of the Calixto 
Garcia expedition the Diario de la Marina 
says: 

© Fortune has favored us. She is not al- 
ways contrary. The most important fill- 
bustering expedition that has started from 
the United States during the present war has 
been completely wrecked. Its armament, 
guns, ammunition, and money are buried at 
the bottom of the sea. We may consider the 
expedition the last and supreme effort of the 
Junta and all the revolutionists of the Uld 
and New, World. They have been organiz- 
ing it since September, collecting money for 
it in Tampa and Key West and from vision- 
aries who had been*assured that the pres- 
ence of Gomez and Maceo in the western 
provinces was due to their intention of meet-

States, caused a great commotion in both 
Spanish and Cuban circles in Havana.

As was ratural, 
the intelligence was received with delight at 
the Governor's palace. 

The Diario de la Marina says editorially 
that the loss of the vessel is practically a 
deathblow to the insurgent cause. 

Gen. Gomez, I understand, built great 
hopes upon the expedition, as it was to sup- 
ply him with enough ammunition to carry 
on his warfare for many months. 

Gen. Weyler, who comes to Havana as the 
new Governor and Captain-General of Cuba, 
before embarking at Cadiz yesterday talked 
about the situation here. 

He is quoted as saying he hopes Gomez 
and Maceo will remain in the Provinces of 
Havana and Pinar del Rio, as the topogra- 
phy of the country is more favorable for 
fleld attacks than the more mountainous 
eastern provinces. 


Glad the Country Is Deserted. 


The exodus suits Weyler. When told that 
a large number of Cubans have already left 
the island since his appointment and that 
many more are preparing to leave Gen. 
Weyler expressed satisfaction and said they 
do well to get away. 

The General is accompanied by Lieut.- 
Gen. Ochando, the youngest officer of such 
high rank in the Spanish army. Gen. 
Ochando showed marked military skill in 
the ten-years’ war. 

The subject of emigration from Cuba is 
much discussed here and a good deal has 
been written of late about Gen. Weyler. 

There is considerable talk of substitut- 
ing militia military commanders in place 
of the civilians who hold the office of Al- 
calde, or Mayor of the towns. The propo- 
sition is approved by the Havana press. 
Many cities, towns, and villages already 
are under military commanders. The object 
evidently is to strengthen the defenses of 
the various towns against insurgents’ at- 
tacks. 

Cable dispatches from Madrid announce 
that the Spanish Government has accept- 
ed the resignation of several Generals com- 
manding in Cuba who resigned when Gen. 
Campos was recalled. 

The Ministers of the Colonies and of the 
Treasury are said to have agreed upon a 
basis for the much-talked-of new war tax. 
It is asserted in today’s cables that a duty 
will be levied upon imports into Cuba. In fix- 
ing a tariff Spanish products will be so pro- 
tected that they can compete with other im- 
ports. 


PASS HER THROUGH FIRE, 


THEOSOPHISTS CREMATE THE RE. 
MAINS OF THEIR SISTER. 


Miss Meri Topelius, a Native of Hel. 
singfors, Finland, Who Was a Be- 
liever in Theosophy, Dies in a Hos- 
pital, and Amid Scenes of Calm Re- 
joicing Her Remains Are Placed in 
the Graceland Cemetery. Furnace— 
Dr. Jenkin Lloyd Jones’ Address. 

Theosophists met yesterday in Graceland 

Cemetery and watched the cremation of the 

remains of Miss Meri Topelius. Instead of 

the scene being a sad one the general feeling 
which permeated the assemblage was dne 
of calm rejoicing, partaken of even by the 
nearest and dearest friends of the girl who 
had died. Instead of tears there were songs, 
music, flowers, an address of cheerful 
strain, and a noticeable absence of the usual 
emblems of death. Theosophists do not look 
on death as others do, hence the remarkably 
cheerful scenes which marked the consump- 
tion by fire of the remains of Miss Topelius. 

This was the second Theosopnical funeral 
which has taken place in Chicago. Miss 

Topelius was a native of Helsingfors, Fin- 


land. She came to Chicago during the. 


World’s Fair and since had been a teacher of 
manual training in the Agassiz School. She 
Was exceedingly popular, but had been in 
poor health for some time, and at the com- 
mencement of the year found herself unable 
to resume her work with her classes. She 
was taken to a private hospital and it was 
found an operation would be necessary. On 
Sunday she was moved to the Emergency 
Hospital, where the operation was per- 
formed—unsuccessfully. She sank steadily 
in spite of all efforts and died on Monday 
afternoon. Her body was cremated and to- 
day the ashes will be started on their jour- 
ney to Finland, where her parents live and 
where she had expected to return ulti- 
mately. 
No Funeral Procession. 

In accordance with her wish, there was no 
funeral procession. The remains were taken 
directly from the undertaker’s rooms to the 
cemetery. Those who were present to wit- 
ness the cremation were members of the 
Theosophical Society with which Miss To- 
pelius was associated and delegations of her 
pupils and associate teachers. These pupils 
and teachers were the only persons who shed 
tears at the ceremony. 

The remaing were prepared for cremation 
clad only in a simple night robe and when 
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Weather for Chicago today:

A new rebel band of 200 men under Manucl 
Rodriguez has appeared near Roque, Matan- 
zas Province. 


Citizens Under Arrest. 


Several citizens have been arrested in 
Santo Domingo, Santa Clara Province, 
among them Dr. Rice, Chairman of the local 
committee of the autonomist party. The 
charge against him is not mentioned. Ad- 
viees come from Remedios that several 
bands which accompanied Gomez on his 
march westward are returning east. 

The insurgent leaders Pancho Perez and 
Fleitas, the former with 800 men and the 
latter with 600, passed near that place three 
days ago. Remedios is one of the largest 
towns in Santa Clara Province. 

Railroad trains have been running regular- 
ly for some days between San Filipe and 
Guines. Each train had an armed car, a 
regular traveling fortress, clad with bullet- 
proof sheet iron, behind which armed soldiers 
are stationed. 

That country was visited lately by Gomez's 
force on the way to Pinar del Rio Province. 
A train bound to‘San Felipe yesterday from 
Guines, when near the former place, was 
suddenly fired upon by insurgents. The 
pilot engine sent ahead was also fired upon, 
but it passed on. The rebels 
stalling the train itself.

The coffin, 
closed but with the flowers still upon it, was 
slipped from the bier to a carriage exactly 
level with it, the great doors of the furnace 
swung slowly open, exposing a gleaming ex- 
panse of whitewashed metal, and the coffin, 
after being first wrapped in an alum-soaked 
sheet, was pushed quietly in. The doors 
were closed and locked, the carriage re- 
moved, and the mourners dispersed. 

Today thé ashes will be delivered to the

“Clipper” Becomes Bolder. 

On Tuesday afternoon of this week 
“Jack’’ was. particularly bold, cutting 
braids from the heads of two girls in widely 
separated sections of the city. Julia Rin- 
quin is 10 years old, lives at No. 261 Clybourn 
place, and attends the Drummond School at 
Clybourn place and Girard street. Shortly 
before recess time Julia went down to the 
basement of the school building, and, just 


| as she entered the doorway, a man grabbed 


her and cut off one of her braids with a pair 
of shears. Julia screamed lustily and the 
janitor came to her assistance in time to see 
the rascal turn the corner of the street ona 
run. He was chased, but easily distanced 
his pursuers. 

The child describes her assailant as @ 
young, well-dressed man of 20, and this is 
corroborated by the janitor. Three’ hours 
later Fannie Reddington, aged 13, was 
standing on the doorstep of her home at No, 
9 Bishop court with a girl friend when 
‘“‘snip!”’’ went a pair of shears and Fannie 
was minus one tress of hair. She cried out 
in pain from the sudden tug on her head, 
and turned around to see a man hurrying on 
a run to Madison street.

While some of the girls are positive they 
saw scissors in the hands of the “clipper”’ it 
is more probable a keen knife was used, as it 
can be operated with a slashing movement 
quicker than shears could, and, besides this, 
the nature of the haggling cut made in near- 
ly every instance shows the severance was 
made with the downward stroke of a knife, 
In at least three instances the severed braids 
bave been found in alleys, where they were 
either dropped or intentionally ‘thrown by 
the ‘“‘clipper,”’ the police holding to the latter 
idea. . 

All these features with the fact that allthe 
cutting has been done in daylight make the 
detectives positive the offender is a crank of 
the same abnormal instincts as possessed 
the unknown man who attacked women at 
Laflin and Madison streets in 1892, and that 
he will drop out of the community just as 
suddenly. 

“IT am sure,” said Inspector Shea last 
night, “‘this hair-clipping is the work of a 
crank. Everything po:nts to ft, and I have 
taken every precaution to guard against 
further depredations and to capture the 
offender. But these crazy people are hard 
to cope with. Just vee how this chap 
spreads himself all over the West and North 
Sides, bobbing up where you least expect 
him. He seems to go along the street calmly 
enough, and attends strictly to his own busi- 
ness in a way which disarms suspicion so 
long as there are any officers or adult cit- 
izens in sight, but the moment he catches a 
little girl alone or with a companion he 
sneaks up on them and clips off a braid. 
The very smoothness and ease with which 
he does the job and gets away and the queer 
characteristics of his cperations, such as 
taking only a single braid and picking out 
girls with blonde hair, stamp it as indis- 
putably the work of a crank.”’

Resolution of the Minority. 


Following is the text of the resolution re- 

ported by Senator Cameron as a substitute 
for the Cuban resolution reported by the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations: 
«“Resolved, That: the Lreaigent is hereby 
requested to interpose his friendly offices 
with the Spanish Government for the recog- 
nition of the independence of Cuba.” 

In the minority report, referring to the in- 
surrection in. Cuba goon after the close of 
our civil war, Senator Cameron says: 

“It is said that_early in the year 1869 a 
proclamation was actually signed by Gen. 
Grant recognizing the Cubans as belliger- 
ents, although the fact was known to few 
persons. This proclamation was not pro- 
mulgated owing to the opposition of Secre- 
tary Fish,"' 

The Senator also quoted at some length 
from the message of President Grant for 
1869, in which the President predicted that 
in due time Spain must find it to its interest 
to establish the independence of its depend- 
ent. 

He refers to the diplomatic efforts made 
at that time by this government to secure 
Cuba independence, which was to be on the 
following basis: 

1. Independence of Cuba to be acknowl- 
edged by Spain. 

2. Cuba to. pay Spain for the relinquish- 
ment .of its rights 

8, The abolition of slavery. 

Our government was to guarantee the 
payment of the indemnity. ° 

Mr. Cameron attributes the fact that our 
government failed at that time to recog- 
nize the belligerency’of the Cubans owing 
to the promises of reform made in Spain and 
to the internal strife in Spain, which ren- 
dered our government loath to press an out- 
side complication.. He says also Mr. Fish 
was irritated by the operations of the Cuban 
Junta in this country, which at times in- 
fringed our neutrality laws. Wealsoatthat 
time had troubles of our own in the South. 
The action of our government was, he says, 
in striking contrast to that of Spain in recog- 
nizing the Confederates as belligerents. 

Mr. Cameron also refers to other revolu- 
tions during which our government was on 
the point of intervening. 

Sense of International Requirements. 

“The nicest sénse of international require- 
ments,” he says, “cannot fail to perceive 
that provocation from Spain was overlooked 
by our government for a longer period, and 
with greater patience, than any other gov- 
ernment of equal power would have tol- 
erated.”’ 

After quoting at length the report made by 
Gen. Campos in 1879, Mr. Cameron says: 

“The highest Spanish authorities have 
been obliged to confess that the grievances 
of the Cubans are just, and their aspira- 
tions for liberty legitimate.” 

He says the Spanish Government in Cuba 
is an armed monarchy. 

“The danger and the scandal of the Cuban 
situation,”’ he says, “have been such as can 
be compared with nothing but the condi- 
tion of Armenia.” He asserts that a state 
of ‘war exists, and that with that alone we 
have to deal. 

The precedents for recognition are, he 
says, clear, “and if our action were to be 
decided by precedent alone we should no* 
be able to hesitate.” He asserts that the 
insurgents have made a record which en- 
titles them to recognition, andadds: “Ifthe 
Government of the United States still re- 
frains from recognizing the belligerency o* 
the insurgeNts after this conclusive proof of 
the fact, the reason doubtless is that in the 
absence of legal complications the question 
becomes wholly politicals and that its true 
solution must lie not in a recognition of be!- 
ligerency, but in a recognition of independ- 
ence.’’

Few resolutions submitted to the United 
States by a regular committee are so loosely 
drawn as these on Cuba, and the second one 
especially is being severely criticised be- 
cause of its bad English and almost hopeless 
ambiguity. One of the members of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, who 
discreetly declined to permit the use of his 
name, said this evening: 

“TT am afraid that the Senate committee 
desired to secure credit before the people 
and at the same time to escape the _ re- 
sponsibility for the consequences which will 
inevitably follow upon the recognition of 
the belligerent rights of the patriots in 
Cuba. The committee should have madea 
brief declaration to the effect that the Con- 
gress of the T'nited States is of the opinion 
that war exists in the Island of Cuba and 
that the President should accord to the in- 
surgent forces all the rights and privileges 
granted to belligerents by the laws of na- 
tions. Instead of this, the committee rec- 
ommends that the President should endeavor 
to induce Spain to recognize the insurgents 
itself as belligerents. 


Evasion of the Issue. 


“This is an evasion of the issue, as Spain 
will almost certainly do nothing of the sort 
and would be likely to tell President Cleve- 
land to mind his own business. This coun- 
try has a perfect right to accord belligerent 
privileges whenever it sees fit, and if it is 
proper for Spain to do so it is a thousand 
times more proper for this country. 

“The Senate report and resolutions, how- 
ever, are a practical concession of all that 
has ever been claimed by the Cuban patriots. 
The repart especially admits the fact that 
Aimerican interests have been seriously in- 
terfered with and this is really the only 
thing which is necessary to accord bellig- 
erent rights. 

“ There was, I understand, a belief in the 
minds of some of the members of the Senate 
committee that they could straddle the ques- 
tion in such a way as to escape the usual! re- 
sums of a recognition of belligerency. This 
is ‘by no means possible, however. The 
treaty of 1895 with Spain provides that if 
either nation goes to war it shall have the 
right to stop every ony of the other country 
and search‘it unléss it is provided with a 
special passport. It makes no difference 
whether we recognize the belligerents or 
whether Spain does it. Once a war exists 
the right of search must be conceded. This 
would almost inevitably lead to a war be- 
tween the United States and Spain, but in 
spite of this possibility I believe that as a 
result of the resolution submitted by the 
Senate committee the recognition of the Cu- 
ban patriots as belligerents must now be

FEDERAL AUTHORITIES MAY ACT. 


Participants in the Wrecked Filibus- 
tering Expedition Under Suspicion, 
New York, Jan. 20.—United States District 

Attorney McFarlane admitted today that in 

accordance with instructions from Washing- 

ton the authorities here had beep for some 
time investigating the doings of the Cuban 
revolutionists in this district. 

“So far,”’ he said, ‘“‘no warrants have been 
issued in the case of the steamer Hawkins. 
The section of the neutrality laws applicable 
in the wrecked expedition is No. 5,286, which 
reads: ‘Every person within the territory 
or jurisdiction of the United States who be- 
gins or sets on foot or provides for or pre- 
pares means for any military expedition or 
enterprise from thence against any foreign 
Prince or State is deemed guilty of a high 
misdemeanor and subject to a fine not ex- 
ceeding $3,000 and three years’ imprison- 
ment." ”’ 

District-Attorney McFarland said that it 
was for violating the above section that 
Capt. Hughes and the others on the steamer 
Laesado were tried recently at Charleston. 
The prisoners in that case, however, were 
not found guilty. 

Under the casualty act of June 20, 1874, 
which requires a report to be filed within 
five days by the owner, agent, or master of 
every wrecked vessel with the Collector of 
Customs in the district to which such ves- 
sel belongs, those responsible for the loss 
of the Hawkins can be ascertained and pun- 
ished.

DENIES ANY INTENTION OF DIVIDING 
UP TURKEY. 


Belief Is Still Strong That There Is a 
Seerct Understanding Between the 
Czar and Sultan—Germany Warns 
Venezuela That in Their Dispute 
the United States Can Play No Part 
—New Boundary Dispute with En- 
gland—Foreign News. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 20.—A sem!-official 
announcement has been given out here that 
the reports that a partition of Turkey is 
contemplated, or that an alliance has been 
formed between Russia and Turkey, are ab- 
solutely unfounded. 

Treaty Is a Tacit One. 

Constantinople, Jan. 29.—It is believed 
here that a tacit entente exists between 
Russia and Turkey, and that by its terms 
Russia has engaged to support Turkey in 
certain events, such as the passage of the 
Dardanelles by a British fleet. On the other 
hand, it is understood Turkey has agreed 
to permit Russia te occupy and pacify Ar- 
menia. The position of France in regar« 
to the understanding between Russia and 
Turkey is much discussed here, and it is 
thought in certain circles that the republic 
will be constrained to separate herself from 
Russia, as the latter's policy is held to be op- 
posed to French interests. 

Sticks to Theory of Alliance. 

London, Jan, 30.—The Constantinople cor- 
respondent of the Times says although no 
definite agreement exists for the immediate 
or proximate Russian occupation of Ar- 
menia, “it is certain that there is a private 
understanding between Russia and the Sul- 
tan which gives the Sultan confidence in 
Russian friendship and disposes him to con- 
form to Russian advice in matters of foreign 
policy.”

HEAVY FORGERY AND EMBEZZLEMENT, 


FIGHT IS WON BY REED. 


LOUISIANA REPUBLICANS TIE TO THE 
MAINE STATESMAN. 


Issue in the State Convention Square- 
ly Drawn Between Him and McK in- 
ley and the Ohio Man Is Snowed 
Under by Three to One—Fusion 
with Sagar Planters and Populists 
Against the Democrats Is Practi- 
cally Assured. 

New Orleans, La., Jan. 29.—[{Special.]— 
The Republican State convention convened 
today at noon at Odd-Fellows’ Hall: Every 
parish in the State and all the wards of 
New Orleans were represented for the first 
time since the downfall of Republican rule 
in Louisiana. The convention was stormy 
and filled with interesting events from the 
start. 


Early in the action the contest between 


the Reed and McKinley forces was on‘and 
the first fall resulted in a decided Reed vic- 
tory. The McKinley element nominated 
Tucker of St. Mary Parish for temporary 
Chairman, while the Reed forces named 
Guichard of Orleans. The debate on the 
matter lasted all the afternoon. Charges 
end countercharges were made of bargains 
and purchases of votes and selling out. 

The McKinley people tried to confuse the 
fight by making a personal onslaught on 
Guichard and accusing him of: corruption 
and appealing to the country element to 
vote against the city man. Then the Reed 
lines rallied and put the question fairly 
on a Reed and McKinley issue. 

Reed was declared to be the logical suc- 
cessor of Blaine, the friend of the colored 
man, and a friend to a fair and free vote 
in the South. On the contrary, it was de- 
clared McKinley was a hedger on the force 
bill and that in the last convention the Har- 
rison and McKinley element had taken only 
an equivocal stand on the question of en- 
forcing fair treatment of the colored voter 
in the South, 

The delegates were urged to regard the 
question before them plainly as a questign 
whether Reed or McKinley was their choice 
and to vote accordingly. 

After a lengthy and fiery debate Guichard, 
the Reed nominee, was elected temporary 
Chairman by a vote of three to one, the Mc- 
Kinley nominee receiving only a little more 
than a hundred votes. During the debate 
both sides took opportunity to say it was 
their inténtion to unite with the sugar plant- 
ers and the Populists in opposition to the 
Democratic ticket, and declared the combi- 
nation would insure the defeat of the suf- 
frage amendment which is to nullify the 
negro vote. These assertions make the 
prospect of fusion certain. 

After the settlement of this question the 
work of the convention was proceeded with. 
Tom Cage, the President of the Central com- 
mittee, will doubtless be elected permanent 
Chairman and the ascendency gained by the 
Reed men today will be retained. The con- 
vention will be in session for at least a day 
longer. 

It is reported tonight that the Committee 
on Credentials tomorrow will report adverse- 
ly to about 250 contestants.

Senator Foraker in the conference held at 
Cleveland on Monday, returned to this city 
today, full of wrath ut some of the friends 
of McKinley who are charging him with 
treachery, and with having engineered the 
meeting at Cleveland. He said the confer- 
ence had been held at the instigation of 
Mark Hanna, the close friend of McKinley, 
and an amicable arramgement had been 
reached as to the personnel of the delegates 
at large. He was particularly displeased 
with the fact that after the friends of Sen- 
ator Foraker had con:eded so much in the 
interest of harmony that one he Mc- 
Kinley organs should attack him torially 
as it did today and charge him with treach- 
ery. 

Mr. Kurtz suggested to Mr. Hanna that 
Mr. McKinley should write a letter that 
would reach the press setting forth that he 
was willing to trust the people in the matter 
of selecting district delegates, and giving 
instructions to his friends all over the State 
that Republicans personally distasteful to 
Senator Foraker should keep out of the -del- 
egate contest. The Chairman more than 
intimated that unless the guerrilla warfare 


upon him ceased there would be trouble, and: 


the Foraker people would run delegates tn 


every district and elect some of them, too. 


The Foraker contingent in the various coun- 
ties was just waiting for the word that 
would precipitate the conflict. 


Im the Interests of Harmony. 


Mr. Kurtz said the suggestion that Sen- 
ator Foraker and Gov. Bushnell be two of 
the four delegates-at-large came from Mr. 
Hanna himself, and that any list prepared 
by McKinley’s friends woul satisfactory 
to Foraker, provided, of course, that the 
foolish friends of the candidate did not con- 
tinue their abuse of himself and others whvu 
belonged to what ts Known as the Foraker 
wing of the party. He denied in toto the 
published scheme that the Toledo “ ripper "’ 
bill was in the interest of Mayor Major 
carrying that city for Foraker delegates to 
St. Louis. On the subject of harmony Chair- 
man Kurtz said: ; 

“McKinley is entitled to the support of 
Ohio, and every Republican will aid in the 
work of securing it, if the friends of the 
Governor treat us fairly, but we do not care 
to have insinuations thrown out to the effect 
that we are disloyal; even a worm will turn.

KEEPS TEN WIRES HOT. 


HOW “THE TRIBUNE” RECEIVED 
NEWS OF THE LOVE FEAST. 


Half a Score of Reporters Deluged 
Springfield Telegraph Office with 
Copy and Expert Operators Had 
to Be Sent from Chicago—These 
Graphic Accounts, with Illustra- 
tions, by Special Artists, Covered 
30 Columns of Wednesday’s Paper. 


- Among the interesting features of the Re- 
publican love feast at Springfield on Tuesday 
was the way the news was sent to the Chi- 
cago papers. No such event had ever at- 
tracted so much attention in the State, and 
reports were much larger than had -« ‘er be- 
fore been sent out from the State Capital— 
or from any other place, for that matter, 
éxcepting where National conventions were 
being held. 

THE TRIBUNE did some record-breaking on 
its own account. Half a score of reporters 
filed the interesting news of the day with 
the Western Union Telegraph company as 
faust as it took place and could be written 
out. This great mass of “ copy” required 
half the force of Springfield operators to 
handle it. There had been nothing like it 
before,.and more operators were sent from 
Chicago. 

After it was all over and the telegraph 
force had dug its way out from under the 
Stacks-of “ copy " the result was figured out 
something like this: 

On Monday there was sent out from 
Springileld to Chicago by the Western Union 
advance matter pertaining to the love feast 
amounting to 43,000 words. THE TRIBUNE 
received its share of this on seven wires 
looped into its telegraph department. Three 
loops handled the Record and three the 
Inter-Ocean business. 

This opened the eyes of the Chicago West- 
ern Union office and several expert operators 
were sent to Springfield to help do the work 
of the next day. 

Tuesday was the big record-breaker. The 
three papers mentioned received 04,000 words 
before midnight. Of this amount THE TRIB- 
UNE received half over seven wires looped 
into its own office. This, including the work 
by special artists, filled over thirty columns 
of Tuk TRIBUNE of yesterday. 

THE TRIBUNE report of the love feast cov- 
ered hundreds of sheets of closely written 
paper. It was taken from the wires and 
transferred to typewriting machines and 
from them to the typesetting machines. 

Yesterday morning when the copy boy 


gathered up the mass of “copy” on the 
Springfield event he had his arms full. The 
Western Union bill for the work occupied 


only one line in the day’s accounts, but rep- 
resented an amount sufficient to buy the 


‘copy boy a lot and pay the taxes on it fora 


few years. 


IT WAS TELEGR APHERS’ BUSY DAY. 
lHiow the Thousands of Words of “* Spe- 
cial” Were Handled at Springfield. 

Springfield, Ill., Jan. «4.—({Special.]—All 
the outside papers devoted an unusual 
Space to the Republican love feast held here 
yesterday and the aggregate quantity of 
hews matter handled by the telegraph com- 
panies was equal to that sent in reporting 
a State convention, yet it was handled 
promptly and without difficulty because the 
offices here are accustomed to such occa- 
sions and are equipped to meet any emerg- 
ency. 

As usual, THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE far out- 
Stripped its competitors in the aggregate 
amount of special news matter transmitted, 
to say nothing of its superior value and in- 
terest from a news standpoint. 

Capt. J. B. Inman, manager of the West- 
ern Union office here, was asked tonight by 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent if -the total 
amount of special dispatches filed in his 
office yesterday was not unusually large for 
such an occasion as a “ love feast.” 

** Yes, sir,’’ he replied, “‘ our filing of special 
matter for the love feast was very heavy, 
reaching a grand total of nearly 100,000 
words. We began moving it at 12 m. from 
the State House and the main office. and ut 
5 p. m. were in good shape for the 60,000 
which were filed inside of an hour. 

“We had in service with Chicago two 
quadruplex, one duplex, and single wires 
enough to make a total of eighteen: with St. 
Louis, four single wires, and with New 
York two, all for the transmission of news 
matter. 

“ Each operator was given but 1,000 words, 
the specials being numbered and lettered as 


well. For instance, THe TRIBUNE State 
House routine, giving the report of the d: 
meeting, was numbered one and letter 
to P, each letter representing 1,000 words as 


mentioned above. The number of letters 
used gives an idea of its length. This dis- 
patch was in the hands of the editor at 6:45 
p. m. All our earlier filed matter for Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, and New York was cleared 
up at #:30 p..m. on the 27th and 9:45 p. m. on 
the 2Xth.’’ 

“Hiow much matter was sent to THE 
TRIBUNE?” 

“The total sent THE TRIBUNE was 42,426 
words.” 

‘** How many wires were required? ”’ 

‘Well, to transmit this we had in service 
three of your loops from 12 m. till 5 p. m., 
and as many as seven at one time during the 
early evening.”’ 

‘‘ Was THE TRIBUNE copy in good shape? ”’ 

‘“ Yes, sir: your copy was nearly all type- 
written and was so perfectly arranged that 
no hitch occurred in the handling, from start 
to finish, so far as I am informed. However, 
that sort of work is characteristic of the 
bright, brainy fellows the metropolitan 
press sends here on the special occasions. 

“The superb support rendered by Night 
Manager J. C. Barclay of our Chicago office 
contributed largely to the results obtained. 
I guess our claim before the State Central 
committee last evening that we had before 
and could again handle the telegraphic busi- 
ness of. a State convention is sustained by 


these facts.”

FEDERAL GRAND JURY REPORTS. 


Many Indictments for Violation of In- 
ternal Revenue Laws.

JUDGE GARY RENDERS A DECISION 
IN A PAVING CASE. 


Verdict Obtained in the Suit of the 
Critchfields Against the Bermudes 
Asphalt Paving Company Is Set 
Aside and a Precedent Sct in 
Which Promoters Who Deal with 
the City Council Will Be Much In- 
terested. - 


“The contract sued upon we regard as cal- 
culated on its execution to lead to attempts 
to corrupt the officers of the city govern- 
ment, and is therefore void.”’ 

Judge Gary of the Appellate Court with 
these words reversed the verdict obtained 
in the Superior Court before Judge Chetlain, 
June, 1895, in the suit of George W. and W. 
T. Sherman Critchfield, promoters, against 
the Bermudez Asphalt Paving company, and 
established a new and important precedent. 

The Bermudez company in 1894 employed | 
J. R. B. Van Cleave as its general manager. 
Francis Agnew, a partner of Ald. John Mc- 
Gillen in another company, was and still is 
President. The Bermudez company made 
@ contract with the Critchfields, as pro- 
moters, by which it agreed to pay them a 
certain amount a square yard for every 
street paving contract they could bring 
them, : 

Between April, 1894, and April, 1895, the 
Critchfields’ commissions for contracts they’ 
secured from the Council amounted to 
$14,775. At various times they received sums 
aggregating $9,672, and were unable to col- 
lect any further sums. Suit was brought in 
June, 1895, to recover the alleged balance 
due, $5,103. The jury brought in a verdict 
in favor of the Critchfields for $4,626, and 
from this the Bermudez company appealed. 

On the trial it developed the scheme was 
one which resulted in the wholesale paving 
of streets, although the residents were op- 
posed thereto. The Critchfields, according 
to their own testimony, would circulate peti- ® 
tions among property-owners, addressed to 
the Council, and these petitions were pre- 
sented to the Mayor and Council and an 
ordinance asked. On the stand W. T. Sher- 
man Critchfield thus detailed his next steps: 

“ Then I usually followed it up to see that 
the ordinance was properly drafted, and to 
see that it was passed, and that the proceed- 
ings were straight. Afterward, if the as- 
sessment was ready, if any objections were 
filed against the improvement of the street 
with asphalt I would make an endeavor to 
get those objectors to withdraw their objec- 
tions and get the assessment confirmed and 
get the contract passed.’’ 

J. R. B. Van Cleave was asked to explain 
his connection with the matter last night. 
He said: 

“I know little about it. I do not belong 
tu the Bermudez company, nor have [ 
since January of last year. I own no stock 
in it. Before I was Gity Clerk I was em- 
ployed by that company as general manager 
at $3,500 a year. I remember the Critch- 
flelds. They were promoters. We agreed 
to pay them a commission on all business 
they should bring to us. They were to look 
after the ordinance, legal steps, and all that, 
and we were to do the work. I remember 
paying probably $5,000 to them and the 
figures are all right, I guess. But I knew 
nothing of the matter further than that. 
The suit was brought long after I had 
severed my connection with the company.”’

SENATOR TILLMAN INSULTS THE 
PRESIDENT OPENLY. 


Jatimates Mr. Cleveland Has Made 
Money from His High Office, Ac- 
cuses Him of Political Charlatanry 
and Hypocrisy, Calls the Bond Syn- 
dicate His Owners, and Styles Sec- 
retary Carlisle the “ Judas from 


Kentucky.” 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—[{Special.]— 
No one man ever shook up the United States 
Eenate so thoroughly as was done this aft- 
ernoon by Tillman, the South Carolina fire- 
brand, who has kept quiet for two months, 
but who evidently has been storing up ven- 
om all the time. The old heads of the Sen- 
ate were shocked and mortified by the free- 
dom of his language, and yet the curiosity 
to hear him roast the President was so great 
that almost every seat was occupied on 
‘both sides of the chamber ang.the galler- 
' fes were packed. 

The ex-Governor of South Carolina is a 
much younger looking man than most peo- 
ple imagine him to be. His face is smooth 
-and his figure slim. He wears a long-tailed 
frock coat closely buttoned about him, and 
he looks for all the world like an ambitious 
student in the senior class of a law school 
trying a case before a moot court. As he 
speaks he holds in: his hand a slip of paper 
containing notes, to which he refers occa- 
sionally, but his utterance is generally sv 
slow that he has little difficulty in keep- 
ing the thread of his remarks. At times he 
becomes excessively wrought up and is 
often disposed to act out his speech. 

On one occasion this afternoon, where the 
sentiment seemed to demand it, he skipped 
around the open space back of his desk 
in something which was very like a jig, 
and which so much annoyed Senator Mor- 
rill that the old legislator from Vermont 

- deliberately turned his back on the South 
Carolina demagogue. 
Attacked the Senate First. 

Tillman began by rasping the Senate itself 
for the rules which prevent applause either 
on the floor or in the galleries, and he frank- 
ly stated that he liked to be cheered on. He 
also pitched into’ the prevalent practice of 
reading speeches from manuscript to an 
array of empty desks “like a lot of school 
boys,” and yet it was not very long before he 
himself resorted to a printed slip from which 
he read his remarks. 3 

Some of his sentences will go down into 
the history of the Sénate on account of what 
Senator Palmer this evening termed their 
“ ingenious impudence.”’ For instance, Till- 
man did not hesitate to say that many of his 
colleagues did not know when to stop in 
making speeches and talked in a circle “ like 
a kitten following its own tail.”

CUSTODIAN BAILEY IN Two LIGHTS. 


Exonerated from Receiving Presents 
and Charged with Stopping Wages. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. °9,—[Special.]— 

Collector Russell’s report, which has been 

received at the Treasury Department, ex- 

onerates Custodian Michael Bailey of the 

Chicago Public Building from the charge 

made against him of receiving a present, for 

Which subscriptions had been solicited 

among the employés of that building. 
According to the result of the investiga- 

tion instituted by! the: Collector’ a sum of 
money aggregating about $125 had been 
subscribed to purchase a testimonial for 
the custodian of the public building, but 

Mr. Bailey would not permit this to be car- 

ried into execution. Upon learning the 

names of the donors he had their money re- 
turned to them, and that ended the matter. 

More serious charges than these, how- 
ever, were preferred against Custodian 

Bailey in relation to the stoppage of pay 

from janitors without employing substitutes 

to take their places when they were on leavo 
of absence or not attending to their offi- 
cial duties. While: there is noi law which 
authorizes the employment of substitutes 
in public buildings, complaint was made 
that Custodian Bailey had exceeded his in- 
structions from the Treasury Department 
in consenting to a stoppage of janitors’ sal- 
aries. There was some point in connec- 
tion with this allegation that did not satisfy 
the officials at the Treasury Department, 
and it was suggested to Collector Russell 
that a further investigation was desired 
before any action would be taken. Accord- 
ingly the report was returned to Collector 

Russell with the suggestion indicated. In- 

asmuch as there is a possibility of Custodian 

Bailey being relieved from duty in a com- 

paratively short time, or as soon as the 

temporary postoffice building is ready for 
occupancy, there is a disinclination on the 
part of the Treasury Department to make 

a change at this time unless the good of the 

service requires such a step. 


HOPING FOR GOL, FROM ABROAD. 


Treasury Department May Give Ad- 
vantages to Those Importing It. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—Owing to the 
favorable conditions now existing in the for- 
eign @xchange market the Treasury Depart- 
ment is hoping that quite large shipments 
£f gold will be made from abroad to be used 
in making payments for the bonds to be is- 
sued under the call now pending, and if this 
should prove to be the case it it understood 
that it will be the policy of the department 
to offer every facility in its power to those 
who propose to use the imported gold in 
payments of the several installments. 

No official or even a definite statement can 
be obtained at the Treasury Department on 
what, if any, advantage bidders for the new 
bonds will receive who have obtained their 
gold from abroad. The department is ex- 
tremely anxious that a large proportion of 
the gold offered in payment of the bonds 
shall be obtained in Europe, and for the pur- 
pose of encouraging imports it is intimated 
that the bidder who offers foreign gold or 
who demonstrates that he has gold on the 
way at the time the bids are opened will be 
given the preference in the awards, other 
things being equal, over others who offer do- 
mestic gold. 

At this time the premium on gold in New 
York is quoted at *% of 1 per cent for buying, 
and % of 1 per cent for selling. As near as 
can be ascertained the average cost of im- 
porting gold from London is a little less 
than 1-5 of 1 per cent. Under these condi- 
tions a small profit independent of the bond 
issue apparently could now be realized on 
gold imports. 


EVERYBODY WANTS AN OLD CANNON, 
House Fails to Have Quorum and Ad- 
journs After a Scramble. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—The session 
of the House was brief today. The opposi- 
tion to a bill reported from the Invalid Pen- 
sions cammittee to amend the act of 1890 
80 that in the consideration of widows’ claims 
unexplained absence for seven years should 
be considered sufficient proof of death led 
to the making of the point of no quorum 
early in the session, and the House was 

forced to adjourn. : 

The House opened today with a scramble 
for condemned cannon.

“If all are as worthy as these posts are,”’ 
replied Mr. Brewster, “I think wecan afford 
to manufacture condemned cannon for the 
G. A. R. posts of the country.” [Laughter.] 

Immediately fully fifty members were on 
their feet trying to offer amendments for 
the.donation of condemned cannon to their 
districts.. After the bill had been loaded 
down with amendments and Mr. Pickler 
had offered an omnibus amendment to pro- 
vide for condemned cannon for the G. A. R. 
departments of each State and Territory 
the clamor for cannon became so loud that 
the bill and amendménts were referred to 
the Committee on Naval Affairs. 


Schofield Was Vindictive. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—The case of 
Maj. George A. Armes, the retired army 
officer, whose arrest for insulting a,superior 
officer was ordered by Gen. Schofield, and 
who was released on a sensational ruling 
of Judge Bradley of the District Supreme 
Court, was given a formal hearing by. Judge 
Bradley today. The, court. in disposing of 
the case said the whole case appeared to be 
a piece of spite work on the part of Gen. 
Schofield, and that this belief was justified 
by the fact that there now appeared to be 
no intention to prosecute further. Today's 
action leaves Maj. Armes constructively 
under arrest, but it is probable the matter 
will not be pushed further. 


Stanford Case Under Advisement. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 29.—The argu- 
ment in the Stanford case, involving the lia- 
bility of the Stanford estate for the Central 
Pacific bonds, was concluded in the United 
States Supreme Court today and the case 
taken under advisement. Mr. Choate spoke 
for an hour after the beginning of the day's 
session, concluding his argument in Mrs. 
Stanford's behalf, and was followed by 
Solicitor-General Conrad, who appeared for 
the government. There is no probability 
of a decision in the case before the begin- 
ning of the March term of court. 


Still Anxious for Seeds.

MR. THORNTON IS HISSED. 


NORMAL SCHOOL TRANSFER IS VOTED 
AMID EXCITEMENT. 


= 


During a Discussion of the Affair in 
the Board of Education Meeting Mr. 
Thornton Says He Wants a Man at 
the Head of the School Who Is at 
Least a Graduate of a High School— 
Normal School Teachers and Pupils 
Hiss Him—Terms of the Transfer. 

The Cook County Normal] School was 
transferred to the city last nigf&t at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Education, which turned 
out to be one of the most exciting ever held 
by that body. 

Nearly everybody connected with the 
school was present except Col. Parker, and 
when » he Thornton made an attack on the 
Colonel and his management of the institu- 
tion, the Normal Schoo! hissed him loud and 
long. Mr. Thornton said he wanted a man 
at the head of the school who was at least 
a graduate of a high school. This was the 
signal. But the hisses didn’t stop Mr. Thorn- 
ton, nor did they prevent the transfer of the 
school to the city, for the Board 
almost without debate, and without a single 
vote in the negative, agreed to the transfer 
of the institution to the city, and agreed to 
take charge of it at once. This action will 
have to receive the approval of the County 
Board and the City Council, but this is ex- 
pected as a matter of course. The action 
taken consisted in the adoption of the report 
of the special committee appointed six weeks 
ago to confer with the County Commission- 
ers on this subject. This report was first 
offered on Jan. 15 and deferred under the 
rules until last night, when Chairman Mal- 
lette called it up. As amended and passed 
the report was as follows: 

“ The undersigned, who were duly appoint- 
ed a committee to negotiate with the County 
Board of Cook County in regard to the pro- 
posed transfer of the Normal School prop- 
erty to the City of Chicago, in trust for the 
use of schools, respectfully report that they 
have had several conferences with a com- 
mittee of said County Board in regard to the 
matter, and that the following modifications 
of the'‘ basis of agreement’ submitted to 
this board on Dec. 18, 1895, have been agreed 
upon by your committee, subject to the ap- 
proval of this board and the said County 
Board—to-wit: 

“The Board of Education shall not be 
obligated to maintain any schools upon this 
property which do not form a part of the 
general educational system under its care 
and control. 

“The Normal School for the training of 
teachers, to be maintained by this board 
upon said property, shall be open to pupils 
residing outside of the City of Chicago and 
within the limits of Cook County upon pay- 
ment by said County Board'to this board of 
tuition for each of said pupils equal in 
amount to the tuition now paid by this board 
to the County Board for city pupils now 
being instructed in the Cook County Normal 
School. 

Open to All Pupils. 

‘Any schools which may be maintained by 
fhis board upon said property, other than the 
said Normal School, shall be open to all 
pupils of lawful age, residing in a district to 
be formed in the vicinity of said schools. 

‘“‘In case this board shall erect upon said 
land any school buildings, the portion of said 
land occupied by said buildings, and the 
ground adjacent thereto, not exceeding one 
acre in the case of each of said buildings, 
shall become the absolute property of the 
City of Chicago, in trust for the use of 
schools, and the provision for a revision con- 
tained in the said ‘basis of agreement’ shall 
be waived to that extent. 

‘‘Your committee further report that they 
are in favor of the proposed transfer of the 
Normal School property to the City of Chi- 
cago, in trust for the use of schools, upon the 
conditions above stated, provided the con- 
sent of the City Council of the City of Chica- 
go is obtained to the transaction in the man- 
ner required by law, and provided further 
that it is the sense of this board that the es- 
tablishment of a Normal School for the 
training of teachers, under the charge of this 
board, is for the best interests of the school 
system of the City of Chicago. 

‘It is further recommended that the Board 
of Education of the City of Chicago assume 
the control of the school at once, and that no 
change be made in its teaching corps until 
the 1st of July, 1896, in order that this board 
may have an opportunity to investigate the 
methods at present employed in said school.”’ 

Big Crowd Is Present. 

The consideration of this matter attracted 
the greatest throng of spectators ever seen 
in the hall, not excepting the jam a week ago 
when the cut in teachers’ salaries was dis- 
posed of. The people began to pour in be-

Mr. Thornton Talks Out. 


The only speech on the subject was made 
by Mr. Thornton, who set out at first simply 
to say his position had been misunderstood. 


He had advocated this action for many years. | 


It had been said some member of the board 
favored the transfer simply to effect the ruin 
of the school, but he did not believe any mem- 
ber had ever said such a thing, and for him- 
self he indignantly repudiated and denied it. 
But Mr. Thornton then went on to say all he 
had ever asked was the management of the 
school should be changed. He wanted some 
one for a principal who was a graduate of a 
college, or an academy, or at least of a high 
school. 

Then the people behind him hissed and 
President Halle hammered for order. But 
Mr. Thornton only got warmer, and said he 
was not to be deterred from doing his duty 
by the gang of clacquers which was present 
in Col. Pafker’s interest. 


Mr. Drezmal called Mr. Thornton 
to order for irrelevancy, and the Chair sus- 
tained the call, while the crowd applauded, 
but Mr. Thornton continued his remarks.

COLOR QUESTION IN KEITH SCHOOL. 


Parents of White Pupils Ask Transfers | 


to Other Districts. 

The “ color line ’’ question has been brought 
up in the Keith School by the efforts of S. T. 
Jacobs, No. 3325 Armour avenue, to securea 
transfer of his 8-year-old daughter, Gretchen, 
from the school, whefe it is alleged she was 
subjected to annoyance at the hands of col- 
ored pupils considerably older than herself. 

Miss Ada Johnson, the colored teacher in 
the room where Mr. Jacobs’ daughter was a 
pupil, said: 

« ‘* While in my room the boys and girls are 
reasonably orderly and well-behaved, I do 
not think they are worse than in other 
schools. It is not often I catch any of them 
writing notes or violating other rules. I cer- 
tainly try to control them so far as possible, 
both in the school building and outside. Vio- 
lations of rules are promptly reported to 

igher authorities.’’ 

“a. Victorine M. Havenhill is principal 
of the Keith School. ‘ There has been com- 
plaints,”” said she, “ but I do not know they 
are more numerous than at other schools 
where the scholarship is mixed. The same 
trouble probably exists in all public schools. 
Occasionally a note not exactly chaste will 
be written. I employ every means to stop 
the practice. I have made probably half a 
dozen suspensions for this cause. Where 
the cuJprit can be located I take the matter 
to the parents. I try to impress upon schol- 
ars the fact my censorship over them extends 
not only in school but outside, doing this in 
the interest of good order and better disci- 
pline. Pupils inclined to be wayward or 
boisterous are watched by both parents and 
principal. 

“The color question here has always been 
somewhat embarrassing and is constantly 
coming up in some way. The school has lost 
a great many white children on account of 
it. As to the wisdom of employing colored 
teachers in a school attended by white chil- 
dren or of mixing the races in school,, I 
have nothing to say. It must be determined 
by the Superintendent of Schools.”’ : 

The colored teachers are. Gertrude G. 
Sampson of the Hayes School, Fannie E. 
Douglas and Virginia A. Douglas of the 
Harrison School, Rachel A. Hargrove of the 
Froebel School, Ellen L. Cooper of the Ward

Evening School.

MRS. FLOWER ON TRUANT SCHOOLS, 


Thinks the Compulsory Law as Nov 
Enforced Is Useless. 

Mrs. J. M. Flower, formerly a member of 
the Board of Education, and Chairman of 
the Committee on Compulsory Education, 
said yesterday: 

“When I was Chairman of this committee 
I gave a great deal of attention to it and felt 


' the Compulsory Education Department was 


doing much good. itistrueit did not compel 
any children to go to school who did not wish 
to go, which was its primary object, but it 
did considerable good in the way of persuad- 


send them. The reason no children could 
be compelled to go to school against their 
will was the law itself wasa failure, and was 
intended to be a failure by those who 
framed it. 

‘One feature of it is it puts the burden of 


The parent does not have to prove the child 
has attended school, which he could easily 
prove if it were true, but the prosecutor is 
required to prove the child has not been to 
school, which is in the nature of things diffi- 
cult or impossible. Again, the law requires 
the child to be at school for only twelve 
weeks, and for any twelve weeks in the 
school year which the parent may elect. 
Therefore the parent has not broken the law 
until the last twelve weeks of the year have 
begun, and if a prosecution is then begun it 
can easily be delayed until the end of the 
year. 
‘But the most serious defect in the law is 
it gives the prosecutor no hold on the child, 
but only on the parent. The greatest evil 
arises with children whose parents cannot 
control them, and unless the officer of the 
law can control them there is no use in the 
law. The indispensable adjunct of a com- 
pulsory education law is a truant school, 
with power to confine the pupil day and night 
until a reformation is effected. The efficacy 
of such a plan is not a matter of specula- 
tion, for such schools exist in London and 
in Boston, and are entirely successful. After 
a boy has been confined in such a place a 
short while without play and recreation and 


' compelled to study his lessons he is sure to 


take a different view of the subject and ask 
to be sent back to his former school. The 
average time.required to work this conver- 
sion is three weeks. As our law makes no 
provision for such a school it ts well nigh 


' useless. 


‘** All the proposed substitutes for a truant 
school are worthless. For instance, atruant

These 
agents ought to be men or mature women. 
The only work an agent can do under the 
present law is one of/persuasion, and a young 
girl has no influenee with a mother as to the 
disposition of her children.”

TO RETIRE GREENBACKS. 


NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE IN FA- 
VOR OF THE MEASURE. 


Adopts Resolutions for the Retire- 
ment and Cancellation of Legal 
Tender Notes by a Vote of 43 to 9— 
St. Louis Given a Black Eye—Meas- 
ure Aimed at the Drainage Canal 
Decided to Be One of Sanitation and 
Not of Commerce. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—[Special.]— 
At the meeting of the National Board of 
Trade this morning the currency question 
came up for discussion, but it proved to be 
a one-sided affair, only the free silverites 
making any remarks. 

Chicago’s Board of Trade had submitted 
resolutions against the continuance in cir- 
culation indefinitely of a currency issued 
to meet a war emergency, which was to be 
| replaced at a later day by the ordinary 
| provisions of a general national banking 
| system, Furthermore, the Chicago body in- 
| dorsed the recommendation of President 
| Cleveland in his last message, that the only 
| thorough and practical remedy for financial 
troubles in the United States would be 
found in the retirement and cancellation 
of greenbacks and the outstanding Treasury 
notes issued by the government in payment 
of silver purchases under the act of 1890. 

There were resolutions on the same topic 
from the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, 
New York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion, Philadelphia Board of Trade, Mer- 
chants’ Exchange of St. Louis, and the To- 
ledo Produce Exchange, all of which have 
been referred to the Finance committee 
of the National Board of Trade. 

When that committee submitted its report 
the free coinage men precipitated a debate 
with an amendment in which it was proposed 
to strike out the retirement of the greenback 
clause. 


Majority Against It. 
There was a’ decided majority against the 
amendment, which was championed by Mr. 
Berry of the Chester, Pa., Board of Trade, 


| and it was decided not to antagonize him, 


but settle the question when a vote was 
reached. Only sixteen silver men could be 
found in favor of the amendment, while 
thirty-eight delegates voted against the 
proposition. 

Being impressed with the nature, wis- 
dom, and appropriateness or the action taken 
at the January (1895) “‘ meeting of the Na- 
tional Board of Trade,” said the Finance 
committee, ‘‘and finding the unfortunate 


financial conditions then existing to be sub- 


| stantially unchanged, we recommend the af- 
| firmation and adoption of the resolution re- 


ported last year.”’ 

This resolution reads as follows: 

** Resolved, That in the judgment of the 
National Board of Trade the establishment 
of a sound, stable, and efficient monetary 
system is essential to the restoration of con- 
fidence and the prosperity of our industrial 
interests, and such restoration is an im- 
mediate and urgent duty of Congress; that 
the essential provisions in such a system 
should include the relief of the government 
by the retirement and cancellation of the 
legal tender notes, under safe and proper 


conditions as to time and method; also pro- 
vision for the revision and extension of the 
national banking system under conditions 
which will maintain our monetary standard 
and secure to the country a safe and ample 


oer to take the place of the notes so re- 
tired.’’ 
Went Without Debate. 

There was no debate on this report, which 
went through with a whirl, President Fraley 
counting 43 ayes and 9 nays.

PRAIRIE CLUB THE DEFENDANT. 


Suit to Foreclose a Trust Deed on Its 
Property in Oak Park. 

The Prairie club of Oak Park, which is the 
resort of the younger fashionable set of that 
suburb, is in financial straits. A bill was 
filed in the Circuit Court yesterday to fore- 
close a $10,000 trust deed upon the property 
of the club.

COHN SAYS HE WAS HYPNOTIZED. 
Claims Henrich Schwerein Obtained 
$1,900 from Him in That Way. 

The grand jury voted an indictment 
against Henrich Schwerein yesterday, ac- 
cusing him of obtaining money by false 
pretense. Back of this charge is an inter- 
esting story of hypnotism. It is said Gustav 
Cohn, the complaining witness, told the 
grand jury how Schwerein “ hypnotized ”’ 
him out of $1,900 in cash in amounts of $100 
at a time. From the story of Cohn, it is 
said, all Schwerein had to do when he wanted 
money was to go to Cohn and hypnotize 
him. Cohn would at once sit down and write 
out a check for $100 and hand it to the hyp- 
notist. Ten checks for $100 each were pro- 
duced to show how Cohn had handed over 
his money. Cohn is a whole sale liquor 
dealer. 

“ True bills ’’ were voted against R. Rosen- 
berg on six charges of receiving stolen prop- 
erty. Rosenberg, it is charged, has for

stolen by small boys. 

Attorney G. Fred Rush of the Civic Federa- 
tion has prepared another case in which 
the judges and clerks in one of the primary 
districts of the election held last October 
are accused of violating the primary law. 
This will probably be presented today. 

The grand jury returned eleven indict- 
ments against Emory A. Hartsig, Samuel

Faucher, J. J. Howard, and Lee Viau. Seven 
of these charge the men with forgery and 
four accuse them of conspiracy. 
in each case was fixed at $1,000 on each 
charge. Application was made in Judge 
Goggin's court in the afternoon to have the 
bail of Emory A. Hartsig reduced to $500 in 
each case. The motion was denied. 


TO GET THREE WOMEN OUT OF JAIL. 


Efforts te Release Kittie Adams, Dora 
Donegan, and Minnie May. 

A habeas corpus proceeding was brought 
before Judge Goggin yesterday afternoon 
for the release from the County Jail on re- 
duced bail of Kittle Adams, Dora Donegan, 
and Minnie May. The women were arrested 
on Tuesday night at Van Buren street and 
Wabash avenue for the alleged larceny of 
$17 from John McPherson. 

Indictments were found against the 
women yesterday and their bonds were fixed 
at $3,000 each. 

Counsel for the petitioners was somewhat 
violent. in his denunciation of the police and 
of what he termed the exorbitant bonds re- 
quired. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum replied 
the women were three of the most notorious 
characters of the levee district. He also 
called attention to the fact that Gov. Altgeld 
some months ago pardoned Kittie Adams 
from the penitentiary because, it was said, 
she was dying of consumption. 

Judge Goggin said he desired to see the in- 
dictment and also to question the man from 
whom the money was stolen, and the case 
went over until this morning. 


THREE CASES END IN CONVICTION, 


First Day’s Proceedings in Judge 
Grosscup’s Court. 

Judge Grosscup’s Federal Criminal Court 
opened yesterday morning with a long trial 
list. Joseph H. Wilson, the defaulting teller 
of the National Bank of Illinois, was the 
first man called. Vice-President Hammond 
of the bank testified to having detected 
Wilson short in his accounts and to secur- 
ing a confession that his operations extend- 
ed over three years. Hammond said Wilson 
had made restitution. The court will pass 
sentence at a later day. 

A jury was then impaneled to try Harry L.

Bank, charged with embezzlement of $4,000 
from a package of mutilated currency. 
John C. McKean, bank examiner, said Mar- 
tin admitted to have befn-_stealing from the 
bank. The jury returned a verdict of guilty, 
and a motion for a new trial was mace, 

Hans O. Myer, who defrauded a number of 
people by pretending to be the agent of a 
patent medicine company, was placed on 
trial, found guilty, and sentenced to two 
months in the Kane County Jail.

Fixing the State convention for April 20 
means, so the knowing ones say, that the 
‘county convention will come along in the 
fore part of April, if not as early as the last 
week in March.

Conservatory of Music, was a passenger on 
the Cunard Royal Mail steamship Campa- 
nia, which, it is alleged, took part in the re- 
cent transatlantic race which ended in leav- 
ing the St. Paul stuck fast on a bar off Long 
Branch. Mr. Kayser adds an interesting 
chapter to the previously printed accounts 
of the exciting events leading up to the St. 
Paul's mishap. 

Mr. Kayser says all on board had no doubt 
a@ race to the finish was in progress. But 
for the accident to the St. Paul that boat 
would have covered itself with the glory of 
having bested a foreign boat having a great- 
er boiler capacity by 10,000 horse-power. 

Mr. Kayser. has crossed the Atlantic more 
than a score of times, and, being a close ob- 
server, he is familiar with dozens of little 
points which might have escaped the notice 
of the average ocean traveler. The St. Paul 
went aground some time after midnight on 
Saturday morning. At noon on Friday Mr. 
Kayser was on deck with a powerful marine 
glass. At the time the fog had lifted and 


the atmosphere was perfectly clear. He | 


saw two pilot boats directly in the track of 
the St. Paul and the Campania. 
Ignore the Pilots. 

The St. Paul was in the lead at the time and 
the boats were nearest that boat, but with- 
in signaling distance of the Campania. No 
effort whatever was made to take the pi- 
lots on board, though they were evidently 
expecting it. Mr. Kayser thinks the Cap- 
tains of both the St. Paul and the Campania 
were so intent on the race ,which was then 
at its most exciting point, neither would 
risk the several minutes’ delay necessary to 
secure a pilot. The officers of the Campania 
saw the St. Paul make no sign of such a 
move and both accordingly held to their re- 
spective courses. Some time later the weath- 
er changed and the fog settled down. There 
were intervals during the last hours of the 
race: when the atmosphere was quite clear 
and then the fog would settle again, making 
it necessary to keep the fog whistles blow- 
ing at intervals of one minute. Under these 
conditions the race was kept up. When the 
fog lifted on one occasion the St. Paul was 
a full mile astern of the Campania, but 
eeemed to be gaining. 

The fog again obsaured the view and when 
i. cleared away the St. Paul was a mile in 
the lead and its position showed it must 
have crossed the Campania’s bows. This 
was repeated several times, the St. Paul 
dodging from side to side apparently to 
show its agility to the foreigner. _— 

Everybody on board enjoyed the sport, 
and the Americans were overjoyed at the 
marvelous showing of speed made by the St. 
Paul adgainst strong odds. Mr. Kayser 
tays the Captain and the engineer held 
hourly conferences and the passengers 
quizzed the engineer to learn the result. 
The engineer was confident of his ability to 
overhaul the competitor. 


Campania’s Narrow Escape. 
Mr. Kayser is confident the Campania had 
a& narrow escape from going aground if she 
did not strike. On Friday he requested the 
purser to assign him to one of the deck 


cabins and was given one directly under the - 


bridge, where he could see much that oc- 
curred on the Captain's lookout. Some 
time after midnight he was awakened by a 
rush of footsteps above him, and he realized 
something exciting was going on. The fog 
whistle. kept up a continued din and there 
was much loud talking. Then came the 
clanging of the bells and he heard the anchor 
let go, Then all was quiet except the dis- 
tress signals from the St. Paul in the dis- 
tance. The Campania was close enough to 
shore so that railroad trains could be heard, 
and the boat’s position in the morning 
showed it was a long distance out of its 
course. Mr. Kayser is confident the Cam- 
pania might have struck if the St. Paul had 
not gone ashore. 


ST. PAUL IS STILL HARD AGROUND. 


Some Agents Think It May Stay There 
Until March. 

New York, Jan. 29.—An unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made this morning to float the 
Stranded steamer St. Paul. Five tugs were 
engaged in the effort. It is said that St. 
Paul was moved twenty feet, but practically 
it is no nearer deep water than it was yes- 
teraay. The sand has banked up against 
the port or seaward side, and as each day 
adds to the mound i!t will require a strong 
sea to move it. If an on-shore wind should 
blow up with a moderate sea this sand would 
be moved. 

The experience of the Amerique of the 
French line, which was ashore at the same 
place in a much more dangerous position for 
three months, and was then floated in a 
high spring tide with little difficulty, is re- 
ferred to by the wreckers as an evidence that 
the St. Paul is likely to be taken off the shore 
in safety. Other vessels have been high and 
dry on the New Jersey coast and have been 
got off after a time. Some of the agents of 
the other lines think the St. Paul will not 
be moved until the high spring tides come in 
March. 7 


Catalonia to Lay Up for Repairs. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 29.—The passengers of 
the Cunard steamer -Catalonia left St. 
Michaels for New York on board the steamer 
Braunschweig today, according to advices 
received at the Cunard Steamship company’s 
office here. The Catalonia will be towed to 
Liverpool for repairs.
